Oracle II Celebrates 29th Birthday 
As One Of Greatest | Timber Winners 


29 Years Young On the 22nd

With one score and ten years behind him, Oracle If celebrated another 
birthday in his paddock at Mrs. Raymond Belmont’s Belray Farm, near Mid- 
dleburg, last Wednesday, March 22. The famous gray ’chaser, twice winner 
of the Maryland Hunt Cup in his own right in 1920 and 1922 and once dis- 
qualified after finishing first in 1924 in this American timber classic, has 
been in graceful retirement here for the past nine years. 

In all his twenty-nine years, Oracle If has never passed from the hands of 
the woman who bred him, showed him, hunted him, shared his racing laurels 
and likewise owned his sire and dam. His sire, Oxford, a grey horse by 
Faraday out of Aunt Belle,, by Sir Dixon, was raced by James McLaughlin. 
He was a high class handicap horse, winning the Metropolitan, as well as 
many other good races, being in training through his 7th year. Oxford was 
frequently seen on the track by Mrs. Belmont, she was then Mrs. James K. 
Maddux of Warrenton, and her father the late I. J. R. Muurling. Mrs. Bel- 
mont loved grey hunters and was always asking her father to get her grey 
thoroughbred colts or fillies. Finally, one evening, to be exact the 20th of 
February, 1909, which was Mrs. Belmont’s birthday, during a dinner party 
at her place Leeten Hill near Warrenton, Mr. Muurling telephoned his 
daughter from New York and told her that he had bought Oxford for her as 
a birthday present and added, ‘‘Now you can breed your own grey hunters.”’ 

Mrs. Belmont purchased Little Gold, a chestnut filly by Don de Oro, (son 
of *Rayon d'Or), at Morris Park when the filly was a 3-year-old. She was 
bought on account of her Rayon d@’Or and Hermit blood, both famous jump-

Owners of mares sent to Rollin’ In can 
apparently expect colts and fillies having wide possibilities for 
racing, hunting or the show ring—something which should ap- 
peal greatly to breeders in the Virginias and in Maryland.

On Friday we hunted with the 
West Percy, who met at Brandon 
Ford, about 10 miles from Callaly 
Castle. Mr. Morris Ropner is the 


Master and Huntsman. He hunts a 
very useful-looking mixed pack, some 
of which are straight English Hounds, 
and some cross-bred with Fell 
Hounds. The result is excellent for 
hunting a fox in this wild country, 
which is mostly moorland or rough 
pasture. The hills are so steep and 
the ravines so deep, and the distances 
around them so great, that it is al- 
most impossible for the huntsman to 
stay with his Hounds much of the 
time. They must do it all themselves, 
therefore, and the fact that they had 
killed over 37 brace of foxes so far 
this year certainly shows that they 
are up to the job. 

We drew Fawdon Hill first and a 
fox immediately went away in full 
view of the field. There were only a 


dozen of us, beside the hunt staff, 
and we immediately broke up into 


small groups, each riding its own line 
and trying to anticipate the run of 
the fox. The views on top of these 
Cheviot Hills are superb. I felt we 
were hunting in the Alps, especially 
as all the highest peaks to the West 
and North were capped with snow. 
We could see the fox for miles and 
watch the Hounds toiling after him, 
up and down and around these vast 
which seemed to go on 

The going was delightful in 
somewhat rough in others. 
There was no jumping that day as 


moorlands, 
forever. 
spots, 


there are no fences on the moors, but 
it took a stout horse and a fast one 
to keep the Hounds in sight, and it 
reminded me more of stag hunting 
on Exmoor than anything else I have 
seen in England. It was a bad scent- 
ing day and while we hunted three or 
four foxes in the course of the day, 
none were accounted for. 

I was particularly impressed with 
the keenness the field, half of 
whom were farmers, and all of whom

For the first hour and forty-five min- 
utes, every possible covert in the 
surrounding country was found 
blank. 

Hounds were carried across the 
sand-clay road, and drew through 
“Grafton Farm’”’, home of the Master, 
Dr. Randolph. This Farm has pro- 
duced an abundance of foxes through- 
out the season, and it was the last 
hope to stave off the threat of this 
sportless day.

Mr. Ely drew the Shelley Pines 
and Caldwell thicket blank. Then 
by road, Hounds crossed the beauti- 
ful wide Palm Valley to David Treich- 
ler’s woods where they worked some 
old lines which they could not get 
unraveled. In Quarry Woods Nimrod 
opened up and pushed steadily down 
through the Valley. The main body 
swung to the line and led by Windsor, 
Marion and Tactful pressed up over 
Harlem Hill, skimming over the grass 
like a flock of pigeons. 

After a short check on the Twin 
Farms Road, they went over with a 
great cry southwest, passing the 
Reading Saw Mill on the east and on 
toward the Hereford Gun Club’s trap 
shoot where the fox swung left-hand- 
ed and came around with the Hounds 
running very fast.

LAST DAYS WITH HOUNDS 








You anxiously watch as they draw the first covert and then you look at the 
sky. You sniff at the air and you feel for the wind on your face. You pray 
its a day when Hounds will run for its the last hunt of all and it means a 
lot if the scent lies close and doesn’t blow and scatter like leaves before the 
wind 

These days in March the sun shines brightly but if the breeze is not from 
the South and the ground is moist you are sure of a good day’s run. The 
Field is never keener than on the last day of all nor the horses more fit and 
you hope that they will “Go Away” soon so that you can hear Hounds once 
more before the summer closes the sport. 

You watch with more than usual care as Hounds hunt onward and when 
the Master draws towards the best of the country as he invariably will on 
this last hunting day, you can scarcely withhold a shout of joy. You knew 
he would do so beforehand, for the master and huntsman and whips are as 
eager for sport as you, but still you were not sure. Hounds draw on through 
thickets and then over the broom sage where the sun lies hot and warm. 
From there you go through sheltered vales out of the March wind and you 
sean the rocks and ledges eagerly hoping all the while that they will send 
old Rufus flying before your very eyes. An hour or more has past and you 
begin to look at your watch and to gaze far ahead on distant hillsides hoping 
to view the thief as he steals away You wonder whether the air has not 
turned just a wee bit colder but you know it is but wishful thinking as the 
day is really too warm for the best of scent and your thought was but a 
prayer for the run you want to have 

Hark, what is that? A challenge and it is no riot either, for there is that 
good Hound, Joyful and then Ranter. The music swells into a great chorus 
and the worries of the hour past are turned to dim fancies as Hounds break 
from covert and honor the line with a cry that makes you want to shout for 
joy. You see the huntsman burst out of the woods, his horse in a dead gallop 
and you hear his cry “Hark to it,; Gone Away’, and though you may have 
heard it a hundred times in the past season, the thrill is never greater. There 
is a crashing and thudding and pushing all around you for it is the last day 
and there are few who care to be left behind. Then its under or over or 
through and the devil takes the hindmost just so long as you can keep 
Hounds in sight. The chances are your horse will feel the added excitement 
of a last day as well as you for you will be riding with no thought of the 
hunt tomorrow and the urge to be forrard is singing a song in his blood as 
well as in yours. He’s hunted all season and he is as tough as steel nails so 
you let him ramble and no wall seems too big or timber too tall as you sit 
down and give him a ride. 

The cry of the Hounds gets you forward and you can see Hounds now sev- 
eral fields ahead, a wave of white color with brown flecks and black running 
in the sunlight against the green of growing wheat.

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Continued from Page Three 
were most cordial in welcoming the 


stranger. 

On Saturday we hunted with the 
Percy, of which the Duke of North- 
umberland, and my host, Captain 
Simon Browne— (Secretary of the 
Beaufort for ten years) are joint 
Masters. This proved to be a mem- 
orable day in my hunting career. It 
Was a perfect day, soft and sunny, 
though perhaps a little too bright for 
good scenting weather. We met at 
Heifferlaw Bank Bridge, in the mid- 
die of the best part of their vale. 
About forty people were out, fully 
half of them farmers on good-looking 
horses they had bred and schooled 
themselves,—and how they did go! 
There was hardly a gate opened all 
day. They are the hardest riding 
field I have ever seen, and a most de- 
lightful crowd of people, all eager to 
give one a good time and show the 
best of sport. The going there is sup- 
posed to be the finest in England, but 
I know it is the best in the world! 
No golf course could possibly provide 
a finer fairway, and it was Heaven to 
ride upon. The jumping is nearly all 
timber, with a few stone walls, and 
an occasional cut and laid fence. They 
gallop into their timber just as we 
do here, and I felt quite at home. 

We found very soon in Glencoe 
Whin, but there was very little scent 
and a slow hunting run was the re- 
sult. It was interesting, however, to 
be able to see Hounds work under 
dificult conditions. They are a grand- 
looking pack of pure English Hounds, 
with good noses and a fine cry. Their 
huntsman, Kinch, is a wonder and the 
whole hunt staff are most efficient; 
and, incidentally, spendidly mounted. 
It was fun to be out with such a small 
field, the country was beautiful to 
look at and the field delightful to talk 
to. 

A sharp shower came down on us 
about 1 o’clock and then conditions 
changed like magic. I lamed my first 
horse about this time, jumping a wall 
and landing on a pile of large rocks. 
While I was looking for the second 
horsemen, Hounds found and ran like 
wild fire for four miles straight across 
the cream of the Vale! It must have 

’ been a thrilling hunt and I was more 
than disappointed to missit. Finally, 
however, I found my second horse 
and hurried after the hunt as best I 
could. I found them at last in a large 
wood, where the fox had gone to 
ground, and the field were standing 
about, eating their lunch, changing 
horses, and telling me what a good 
hunt I had missed! 


But I soon forgot about that; 
Hounds found again very quickly and 
raced away for over three miles across 
the best of their country, as fast as 
I have ever seen Hounds go. It was 
indeed a glorious gallop and I have 
never had more fun! Then the fox 
turned and came back part way, the 
line got cold and Hounds were 
brought to their noses for a while. 
They worked it out in gallant style 
and jumped him again for another 
furious gallop over the Vale. Only 
eight people were left by now, as it 
was late in the day,—The Duke and 
his joint Master (Simon Browne); his 
sister, (Lady Diana Percy,—a magni- 
ficent performer to Hounds); his 
brother, (Lord Hugh Percy); myself 
and the hunt staff. It was glorious 
fun, but they finally marked him to 
ground and called it a day, and we 
started for home. 

We hacked back through the Park 
of Alnwick Castle—seat of the Duke 
of Northumberland—and one of the 
finest examples of a Norman Castle in 
England today. The sun was setting 





behind the Towers of this marvelous 
old place as we clattered under the 
Portcullis Gate and through the many 
court yards to the stables beyond. 
One could so easily picture the men- 
at-arms and the Knights in Armour 
who have defended that Keep 
through all the Centuries past. It 
was a thrilling moment and a fit end- 
ing to a perfect day. Then came an 
enormous hunting tea in the Castle, 
after which we motored home very 
late for dinner, after one of the most 
delightful days I have ever known. 

Sunday, I spent the whole morning 
in kennels with the Percy, and found 
them to be a beautiful and very level 
lot. They have a superb young entry 
for next season, and should be well 
able to hold their own with any pack 
in the world. In the afternoon we 
visited the West Percy and found 
them also a very fine lot of Hounds— 
not quite as level as the Percy owing 
to the two types of Hounds used,— 
but still a useful pack to catch a fox 
and with many beautiful individuals 
to look at as well. 

I hope Plunket, that this will give 
you a fair picture of my week-end in 
the North. It was something entirely 
new to me and quite different from 
hunting in other parts of England. I 
have never met more charming peo- 
ple, nor had a better time. The coun- 
try is very beautiful, wild and un- 
changed. If you can ever spare the 
time, you must have a hunt in this 
splendid sporting countryside. You 
will never regret it.

Beside the paneled door of the old 
farmhouse was nailed a fading bou- 
quet of white carnations.

lined up and Pat, the hawk-nosed 
patrolman who guards our school 
crossing said as I walked by “the kids 
have lost a good friend’.

March 18th 

A field of 62 met, this cold morning 
at Mr. Howe’s Gate, with Charles 
Plumb, the first whipper-in carrying 
the horn as Allison was house bound 
with a fiendish cold. 

It appeared, as Charlie’s horse 
somersaulted over the big panel into 
the Ellis woods as if he and the horn 
were being squashed beyond further 
use but the materials used in the con- 
struction of both must include rubber 
for they rose intact.

employees and Mrs. Whitney’s gard- 
ener may save that generous lady 
from seeing that which would arouse 
her righteous indignation. 

Hounds trailed this fox back to his 
home covert and there lost him. A 
few minutes later, a brace went away 
from Huttons and Hounds quickly 
settled on the one of their choice, 
hunted him in a wide and complete 
circle, marking him in after 22 
minutes and if they had a good time, 
we did not. 

The ears of the lady who lives in 
the fine brick house on the hill and 
has chicken wire nailed on all the 
panels in the valley below, should 
have blistered, for the staff and field 
like caged beasts could see but not 
join Hounds who were running like 
Billy be damned—with black hearts, 
at risk to tendons and necks, full half 
the distance we galloped down the 
macadam highroad before we could 
turn in on grass again. 

In Francke’s, Hounds jumped the 
last fox of the day, but as the tem- 
perature was dropping fast and scent 
rising as rapidly to meet it halfway, 
Hounds could not hunt this fellow 
for more than a few hundred yards.

Excellent sport was enjoyed by 
many Radnor followers during the 
past week. Native foxes have pro- 
vided some very good runs, but the 
visiting dog foxes that are usually 
found in March and make long, 
straight points to their home covers 
have been very scarce. 

Tuesday, March 14th 

Tuesday, the meet was at M. F. H. 
Roy Jackson’s Kirkwood Kennels at 
10:30. The day was bright and sun- 
ny and a gentle breeze blew from the 
northwest as the Master moved off 
with the dog pack across Providence 
Farm toward Thomas Bros’. Woods 
for the first draw. This cover proved 
blank as did the race track property, 
Penn Tavern woods and Crowell’s or- 
chard. With a great burst of music 
Hounds sent their first fox through 
Shimer’s woods. A member of the 
hunt staff viewed this fox and said it 
was a vixen. ‘No doubt he was right, 
for Hounds ran very fast left-handed 
through Dr. Stengel’s farm and across 
the Goshen road to earth in Yarnall’s. 

Mr. Jackson drew Hounds on down 
country, through Charlton Yarnall’s 
Crum Creek Farm. In Battles swamp 
Hounds worked up to their fox in 
Brook’s woods. A field of almost 
twenty-five enjoyed another fast 
burst as our second fox circled north 
through Iness’ woods and back across 
the Liseter farm to Brooks’. Hounds 
drove on across the Goshen road into 
the Seeler property where they mark- 
ed this fox to ground in a drain. 

The draw was now north, back 
through Iness’ woods. Hounds struck 
a cold line on the north side of Iness’, 
worked slowly across the Newbold 
farm and finally lost on the road by 
Charlton Yarnall’s gate. The Master 
next drew Lockwood Hollow. This 
good cover held a fox and Hounds 
were soon away across the large open 
fields of 76 Farm and down through 
Leisenring’s woods to Cathcart 
Rocks. With hardly a check, it was 
on through White Horse Farm woods, 
west across the rough fields of this 
property, into William Evans’ Wil- 
lowdale Farm where our third fox 
was put to ground after a good forty- 
five minute run. The fourth fox of 
the day was found in Fairy Hill 
swamp. This one led Hounds north, 
through Garrett’s woods and, much 





to the disappoinment of a few re- 
maining sportsmen, went right to 
earth under Stockton White’s big hay 
barn. Here the Master thought it 
best to call it a day. 


Wednesday, March 15th 

Wednesday, the meeting place was 
Bullock’s Corner. At 10:30 R. Stock- 
ton White, Field Master for. the day, 
led a small field of twenty out Hog 
Lane as Radnor’s M. F. H. put 
Hounds into Clark Hall’s woods for 
the first draw. The day was grey 
and overcast with a damp wind blow- 
ing from the southeast, and rain 
threatening as the bitch pack drew 
on up country through Mirkil’s woods 
and Freeman’s Pines.

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they finally checked for a moment 
back in Blossomdale. Mr. Fox was 
soon away, setting his mask for Im- 
maculata This time he re- 
versed his previous circle of the 
north country before swinging back 
south into Henderson’s Hollow. After 
a short check, Hounds worked the 
line on south to the old air port 
property where another check was en- 
countered. The wind was now due 
south and I believe our fox was a 
long way ahead of Hounds.
